THE COUNT PROGRESSING SLOWLY. 


Some Large Western States are Still in 
Doubt — Weaver Carries Nevada— 
Latest Returns Upto Early 
This Morning. 


Up to an early hour this morning dis- 
patches received by the Associated 
Press from the East afford little en- 
couragement to Republicans. New 
York appears to have gone Democratic, 
and several other States which were 
claimed as sure for Harrison are 
in doubt. Even California is claimed 
by the Democrats by a small majority. 
Nevada has gone for Weaver. 

It is dificult at this writing to give 


complete returns, but there appears to 


be lfttle chance of changing the general 
result.

BOTH SIDES CONFIDENT. 


Dhairman Carter and Harrity Each Claim 
a Victory. 

New York, Nov. 8.—|[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Tribune will tomor- 
row morning say: 

The Returns received at the hour of writ- 
ing are not satisfactory to Republicans. It 
can only be said that returns are not at 

hand to justify. the assertion that several 
great Western States have given their 


electoral votes to Cleveland, and 
without those votes he is still in 
danger of disappointment. The Repub- 


licans failed to carry New York. The ma- 
chinery in the great Democratic cities 
turned out majorities sufficient to over- 
power the votes of the Republican coun- 
ties, Which appear to have been down below 
expectations. In the absence of returns 
from any considerable part of New Jersey 
it can only be assumed that the State has 
gone Democratic as usual. Connecticut 
is claimed by both parties, but the returns 
appear to favor the Democrats. With New 
York, New Jersey and Codnecticut, four or 
tive probable votes from Michigan, and the 
South made solid by frrud and the whole- 
sale denial of the right of suffrage. Cleve- 


land would have about 216 electoral votes, . 


needing only those of Indiana or Illinois to 
to assure hiselection. At present writing 
Indiana and Illinois are claimed by both 
partics, but without sufficient full returns 


to place the result in either State beyond a 
doubt. 


Chairman Carter says: ‘Our Demo- 
cratic friends seemed to understand 
their party needsinthe State of New 
York when they enacted the 
ballot law. Unfortunately, the National 
Committee relied upon three district 
combinations, ane twoofthem yet re- 
main intact. In fact, even if the loss of 
New York is conceded, with Indiana 
the election of WHarrison is assured 
and Republican victory in that State 
is assured. The vote of Indiena added 
to other Republican votes in the elec- 
torial colleges insures the re-election 
of President Harrison. Eliminating 
entirely from consideration the State of 
of New York, the Republicans 
can still elect with the vote 
Connecticut, West Virginia and Dela- 
ware, without the vote of Indiana, but 
having the vote of Indiana assured we 
are not Seca our third line. Ben- 
jamin will be the next President of the 
United States br virtue of a majority of 
votes cast in the electoral college.

San Francisco, Nov. 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The weather was 
beautiful. The polls opened in this 
city at 6:45 a.m. In the down-town 
precincts voting proceeded slowly, not 
over fifty ballots being cast in some 
precincts by 8:15. In the Mission dis- 
trict balloting was very light, but in the 
part of the city bounded by Market 
street on the nort!, the water front on 
the east and sout!h and Tenth street on 
the west, a very heavy vote was polled 
from the time the booths were opened. 
Balloting in the western addition was 
also proceeding rapidly. Complaints 
were made in a number of precincts 
that the election clerks did not allow 
voters sufficient time in which to pre- 
pare their ballots under the new law, 
which is a modification ofthe Austra- 
lian ballot system. 

Up to noon the balloting in the va- 
rious precincts of the city was reported 
as proceeding in a generally quiet and 
orderly manner. Twenty arrests, how- 
ever, had been made by United States 
deputy marshals, chiefly on charges of 
illegal attempts at voting. The work 
of preparing and registering ballots 
proceeded comparatively slewly in all 
districts in the early forenoon, but as 
the election officers became more fa- 
miliar with their duties they greatly 
facilitated the procress of the election, 
and at the same time displayed more 
leniency toward voters who found diffi- 
culty in handling and marking the great 
ballot-sheet used in voting for munici- 
pal officers. In some districts no atten- 
tion at all was paid to the rule allowing 
a voter but ten minutes in which to pre- 
pare his ballot. In the Fourth Pre- 
cinct of the Twenty-eighth Assembly 


District a police officer’ timed 
one individual, who occupied the 
booth for one hour, and in other 


parts of the city many voters were 
noted who were fully half an hour in 
stamping their two ballots, the general 
and municipal tickets. Several voters 
tound difficulty in reading their ballots, 
an4 requested assistance of some one in 
the neighboring booths, but in each in- 
stance these parties were promptly 
brought to time ly the election clerks 
and either cautioned or ejected from 
the polls. 

The police force was fairly well dis- 
tributed throughout the city, though 
the water front was practically aban- 
doned for a time during the forenoon in 
caring for the uptown districts. Atthe 
soutbern police station, in the rougher 
par®of the city, a large force of officers 
was in readiness to quell any disturb- 
ance, but as the forenoon wore on it be- 
cam@apparent that an unusually quiet 
election, considering the great interest 
taken by all parties, was being held 
throughout the city. In the district 
south of Market street only forty-five 
votes had been polled by 10 o'clock in 
some precincts, but the average at 
11:80 had been raised to eighty. 

Thomas Mclonough was arrested in 
the Sixth Precinct of the Twenty-ninth 
District for illegal registration, and 
Philip Hayne was arrested on three 
charges ofrolbery, battery and imper- 
sonating an officer The water front 
Was unusually quiet for election day. 
In the Fourteenth Precinct of the 
Forty-fourth District a lot of ‘‘heelers”’ 
and ‘‘scrappers’’ endeavored to raise a 
row, but subsided when another police 
officer was called for. In the Seven- 
teenth Precinct a lot of Italian voters, 
who were apparently ignorant of thc 
English language, were allowed assist- 
ance in preparing their ballots. 

In the Mission District balloting pro- 
ceeded slowly in the early forenoon, 
but picked up after 10 a.m., and sixty 
to eighty votes were registered at noon 
in most precincts. In the western ad- 
dition, which is largely the better res- 
ident portion of the city, voting pro- 
ceeded rapidly from the opening of the 
booths, and fully half of the vote was 
inby noon, Ellert (non-partisan) and 
Easton (Rep.| for Mayor ran strongly 
in this district. though no estimate was 
made of their comparative strength. 

In the Nort!: Beach section, which is 


Democratic, about half the votes had 
been polled at noon. A number of 
quarrels occirred on the streets, but 


only one arrest was made, that of 
Henry Myers for battery inthe Elev- 
enth Precinct of the Forty-fourth As- 
semtly District. 


Among otier arrests made in the 
city. were Abraham S. Liebe, Pat 
Ennis and VW. B. . Herlihey, for illegal 
voting.

THE DAY AT WASHINGTON. 


Election Day Passes Very Quietly—The 
President Reading Dispatches. 

Nov. the Asso- 

ciated Press.] This city was probably 
the quietest of any place of large size 
inthe United States. Probably more 
than 10,000 men left the city to visit 
their homes and cast their votes for 
President. With a few exceptions all 
jovernment officets of high grade are 
out of the city. Nearly all the clerks 
living in closely-contested States or in 
Congress districts that may be reckoned 
as doubtful had also gone home to vote. 
In addition to Government employés, 
several thousand men engaged in pri- 
vate occupations here went to their yot- 
ing residences to take part in the cam- 
paign. The only Cabinet officers in 
town were Secretary John W. Foster, of 
the State Department, and Atty.-Gen. 
Miller, eaeh.of.whom had arranged to 
pair with Democrats, so that their ab- 
sence would not affectthe result. Each 
was at his department early in the morn- 
ing attending to public business. The 
Executive Mansion was one of the quiet- 
est places in the city. Nothing occurred 
there to indicate any particular anxiety 
on the part of the occupants as to the re- 
sult political contest. The President had 
but two callers during the forenoon, 
Secretary Foster and Atty.-Gen. Miller. 
Shortly after their departure, the Pres- 
ident went out for a drive, but was gone 
only ashorttime. He received all the 
press bulletins during the day and a few 
private messages conveying informa- 
tion that the weather was good in ail 
parts of the country, that a heavy vote 
was being polled in New York and other 
places and that no election troubles had 
occurred. 

Tonight' large crowds congregated on 
Pennsylvania avenue and other princi- 
pal streetsand watched with interest 
the figures flashed on the bulletin 
boards. President Harrison received 
returns at the White House, in company 
with Secretary Foster, Atty.-Gen. Mil- 
ler and Secretary Tracy. The party 


continued to receive returns until after 
midnight. 


HOW THEY VOTED, 


Cleveland Challenged—It Takes 
Flower Eight Minutes. 

New York, Nov. 8.—/{By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Ex-President Cleveland 
left his house and walked to the polling 
place. The polling place was No. 878 
Sixth avenue. There were twenty-five 
men in line ahead of the ex- 
President. They - recognized him, 
their hats, and he bowed. 
When Cleveland stepped up _ to 
the poll clerk and gave his name a Re- 
publican watcher attempted to chal- 
lenge his vote, but wag quickly hustled 
out of the way. Cleveland received a 
bunch of ballots marked No. 186 and 
went into the fifth booth to select his 
ticket. It took him just six minutes to 
prepare his tickets. They were in 
proper order, and as soon as deposited 
in the respective boxes the 
went home. 

Gov. Flower, after devoting six min- 
utes in the polling booth, came out and 
handed his ballot to the inspector, but 
it was improperly folded and he was 
obliged to do the work over again, oc- 
cupving eight minutes.

GHASTLY WORK 


Policemen Torn to Pieces 
by Anarchists. 


An Explosion in the Erench Capital 
Costs Several Lives. 


Serious Demonstration by Socialists 
at Brussels. 


The QGhilean Ministry Resigns—Panama 
Canal Directors Sustained—Parnell's 
Widow Protecting Her Inter- 
ests—News from Dahomey. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Panis, Nov. 8.—[By Cable and Associ-, 
ated Press.| Anarchists are at work 
again here. This morning policemen 
found aniron instrument resembling a 
saucepan near the office of the Carmaux 
Mining Company. They took it to the 
police station and began to examine it. 
It exploded, killing several persons and 
wrecking the building. 

First accounts greatly under-rated 
the havoc wrought by the explosion. 
When the consternation subsided, 
search was made at the station and 
four bodies found. They presented a 
most ghastly spectacle, being horribly 
mutilated. Besides the killed, the chief 
of police was mortally wounded. 

So violent was the explosion that 
housesin the vicinity were shaken to 
their foundations and the occupants 
rushed into the streets, fearing the 
buildings were about to fall. Two 
stories of the police building were com- 
pletely wrecked. The whole street 
was thickly strewn with debris. Itis 
not believed that the men killed ever 
knew what strnck them. They were 
fearfully mangled, and death must have 
been instantaneous. 

The excitement caused by the outrage 
grows in intensity and many threats 
arermade. This afternoon the Minister 
of Justice, Procureur of the Republic 
and Prefect of Police visited the scene. 
The structure presented a sinister ap- 
pearance. The room where the explo- 
sion occurred was covered with splashes 
of’ blood and bits of brain, skin and 
bone. Fragments of bodies were mixed 
with the debris, and the sight was a 
terrible one. Near the door lay the 
body of a policeman, the clothing torn 
to shreds and the viscera protruding. 
A portion of the Sergeant’s body was 
lving in a corner of the room. The 
Headless trunk of a portcr was found 
under a bench and a portion of his skull 
was picked up in an adjacent street. 
Only part of the trunk of the Commis- 
sary’s secretary was found intact. 
The head was not discovered. A _ gen- 
darme running to the sub-prefecture to 
notify officials of the explosion fell 
dead in the street from excitement. 


THE BELGIAN PARLIAMENT, 


Its Opening Made the Occasion of Social- 
ist Demonstrations, 

Nov. 8.—|By-Cableyand As- 
sociated The King today 
opened Parliament in person. His 
Majesty drove from the palace to the 
house of Parliament. Socialists were 
alert, and large numbers of them gath- 
ered from central points, vigor- 
ously singing the  ‘*Marseillaise’’ 
as the King passed along. Speak- 
ing to the Senate, the King 
alluded to the proposed _ revision 
of the constitution, saying that he is 
convinced it isto be a work of concord, 
wisdom and progress. His Majesty re- 
ferred to the general commercial de- 
pression, which he declared had been 
made worse by a rigorous protective 
tariff. Nevertheless, there was no 
diminution in the country’s produttion 
nor her commercial activity. For out- 
lets of commerce new markets were 
being discovered. 

When the King concluded, Janson and 
Ferron, Radical deputies for Brussels, 
rose from their seats and shouted: 
“Long live universal suffrage!’’ As 
the King returned to the palace, and 
the civic guards were returning to their 
depots, bands of Socialists followed 
them, shouting for universal suffrage. 


Panama Canal Directors Sustained. 
Paris, Nov. 8.—The judicial inquiry 
into the affairs of the Panama Canal 
Company has resulted in a decision that 
prosecution of the directors is not jus- 
tified. 


Parnell’s Widow Protecting Her Interests. 

Lonpow, Nov. 8.—Mrs. Catherine Par- 
nell, widow of the late Charles Stewart 
Parnell, has obtained, under her own 
petition, a receiving order from the 
Brighton court. She will make a full 
statement of her affairs on Thursday. 
It is not believed Mrs. Parnell is a bank- 
rupt, but that she has taken this action 
to protect herself against the claims 
made against her ownestate and thay, 
of her late husband. 


No Quarter in Dahomey. 
MARSEILLES, Nov. %.—Mail advices 
from Dahomey state that owing to the 
action of the Amazons in mutilating 
prisoners, Col. Dodds has ordered his 
men to give no quarter tothe enemy 
and shoot all prisoners.

WHAT GIRLS WHO RIDE WEAR. 


Piain Habits and Tall Hats Are Things of 

‘ the Past. 

In view of the sweeping changes that 
have recently been madeit is queer 
enough to remember that afew years 
ago there was only one possible make of 
riding habit, plain and 
promising, and that. the tall hat 
was almost as necessary a part of 
riding as the horse itself. Now, how- 
ever, in summer especially, comfort 
and individual taste assert their claims, 
and the result is an infinite variety of 
costume. This year, among the lighter 
colored habits, brown appears to be most 
worn, but the great majority of skirts 
are black, or else the darkest blue. All 
open jackets worn with shirts and 
Waistcoats are much longer than 
those of last year. For the most 
part they touch the saddle, and 
some even come on to the horse’s 
back like a man’scoat. Fawn-colored 
covert coats are the most popular as 
usual, and no doubt always look smart; 
but there are many people to whom this 
color is a trying one. Witha black 
skirt, aslight black cloth jacket open 
in front is sure to look well, as _ it gives 
the wearer the chance of introducing 


whatever color is most becoming in her. 


shict or waistcoat and tie. Striped rib- 
bons are very fashionable, that on the 
hat matching the tie. This correspond- 
ence is carried out in plain ribbons, too, 
with good effect. Pale blue is a favor- 
ite color, and suits many people. 

Besides ordinary white railor hats, a 
good many mixed fancy straws are 
worn; the brims are rather wide andthe 
crowns low. Nearly all these hats are 
made in coarse straw, and, both in tex- 
ture and shape, are similar to men’s 
sailor hats. 

White waistcoats and those in light 
fancy materials are largely worn, and 
with them straight collars aud stiff, 
hard ties, the whole effect being in 
marked contrast to the neglige appear- 
ance of ashirt with a gathered front 
and a soft ribbon tie. 

Both for riding and ordinary wear, 
ties fastened in a bow with short ends 
are very fashionable, and satisfy what 
appears to be the desire of many wom- 
en’s hearts—to approximate as closely 
as may be to man’s attire. 

Nothing attracts attention to the 
wearer much more thanatallhat. It 
has disappeared completely among 
those who have any claim to be consid- 
ered up to date, and almost any vagary 
of individual fancy is tolerated in its 
place. 

Yellow or brown Russia leather boots 
appear to find favor with some riders, 
and' for any one with a neat, small foot 
they are very smart looking, but they 
are very enlarging to the ordinary- 

sized foot. 

Probably, as the summer advances 
and the weatherebecomes warmer. more 
concessions to comfort will be made. 
and people will ride in shirts without 
outside jackets. Almost any kind of 
slight overcoat is preferable to this un- 
becoming déshabille. Extreme neat- 
ness in riding costume is a point that 
can hardly be insisted on too strongly. 
There is nothing picturesque in disor- 
der out riding.

The Weather, and So Forth. 

The morning after election is gener- 
ally a trying time for the editorial 
writer. The many political issues 
which have engrossed his attention and 
filled the columns of the newspaper 
throughout the campaign, are all to be 
laid aside. Forthe time they are not 
current topics, because they have been 
argued from every conceivable stand- 
point, and have been submitted to the 
public for its judgment. Pending that 
decision, there is an awful hiatus 
in the average editorial brain—a 
hiatus which represents a_ collapse 
of the topics of greatest inter- 
est and an absolute’ uncertainty 
asto results. In such.an emergency a 
calm and unbiased discussion of the 
Schleswig-Holstein question, or a treat- 
ise on the moral character of Julius 
Cesar is all that the public has a right 
to expect. 

We had rather disposed ourselves to 
vary the monotony this time, and tide 
over the strain by a disquisition on 
California climate, but the only thought 
that presents itself is that the weather 
is tine, and the betting is mostly on 
Harrison. This should properly be 
‘considered under fourteen heads: First, 
the causes which promotea spell of 
weather; and, second, the probable re- 
sultin Nes York. The other twelve 
topics will need to be discussed in sub- 
sequent articles, as newspaper space 
today is limited, and the only pity is 
that it is not more so. 

Coming at once to the main question 
for censideration, we may remark that 
the Australian ballot system isa good 
thing in its way, but is apt to prove a 
little tedious in arriving at results. 
The Weather Bureau should be 
whooped upon this proposition. We 
give this morning as full indications as 
may be secured up to the hour of going 
to press, by the aid ofaspecial observer 
stationed in our office anda little instru- 
ment that has ticked along all night like 
arunaway clock. The barometer, hy- 
grometer and thermometer are on a 
fearful tear in New Jersey, and Nevada 
is still uncertain. But it is our calm 
and deliberate judgment ‘that we have 
met the enemy and he is our meat. As 
to the winter climate in Los Angeles, 
that depends somewhat on the rains and 
other causes which the Democrats will 
assign in a day ortwo. But we think 
it was that fool break of Harry Watter- 
son and his Southem cohorts in spring- 
ing his free-trade plank on the Chicago 
convention, and the wildcat money 
schism, and the calamity howl that 
brought them into the area of low bar- 
ometer and did them up. 

if this does not account for our sum- 
mertemperature all the year round, 
while the nights are so cool that 2 
blanket or two is always desirable— 
then it would be hard to find a reason. 
In fact, there is no reason about these 
fellows, and they will find out about to- 
morrow mofning how badly they have 
been left. 

ifthis article on California climate 
fails to satisfy the weather sharps, we 
have only to remind them that there 
are times when even the weather fails 
to be an acceptable topic of discussion.

The New Orleans Strike. 

The indications are that the labor 
unions have chosen, in New Orleans, an 
extremely unfavorable place ift which 
to make.a general trial of their strength 
by astrike. Inthe first place there is 
not that common sympathy with the 
cause of labor and high wages in the 
South which prevailsinthe North. The 
wealthy and well-to-do men of 
Southern States were educated 
school which considered labor in the 
light of a chattel, without any rights 
whatever except the rights of the 
lower animal creation to exist. and be 
serviceable. While. these 
ideas had to give way as the result of 
the war, the fact remains that there is 
a large remnant of ante-bellum doctrine 
still inghe minds of Southern people. 
They represent the case of the man 
convinced against his will, who holds 
the same opinion still. Evidence of 
this is at hand inthe free-trade issue, 
essentially hostile to high-priced labor, 
and which was forced upon the late la- 
mented Democratic convention by the 
solid South. 


If, then, there is in the South less 


sympathy for the cause of labor in it- 
self—less disposition to grant fewer 
hours, higher pay and greater privi- 
leges on the real merits of the case— 
we may readily understand that there 
will be less forbearance toward labor 
when it attempts exactions and seeks 
to enforce them by arbitrary and un- 
justifiable methods. 

A strike in several avenues simultan- 
eousivy, which seeks to paralyze the 
mercantile industry, which ties up the 
street car lines, hampers the newspa- 
pers, and shuts down the artificial light 
establishments, which even threatens 
to put a quietus on the work of handling 
the great cotton crop, will arouse all 
the latent Southern’ prejudice, and 
evoke a stubborn resistance. Dis- 


patches from New Orleans show that 
public sentiment is decidedly hostile. 
The cotton planters are afraid that the 
disaffection. may .spread to the colored 


laborers, and make them no end. of 
trouble. They are, therefore, ready to 
tender their services and _ their 
money to assist the authorities in 


putting down any resort to lawless- 
ness on the part of the strikers, The 
authorities themselves have taken an 
attitude of firmness. It is intimated 
that, after the election, something may 
pop. The police and the militia are 
ready for it. 

Under these circumstances it would 
be well for the leaders of the strike not 
to attempt any overt acts. They can- 
not, with safety to themselves and 
their following, resort to such methods 
as were employed at Homestead... If 
they do there will be bloodshed, and the 
strikers may count on shedding their 
full share of it. 

It will not be a bad thing for the 
country at large if the professional! mis- 
chief-makers in labor ranks run against 
a stone wall in New Orleans and re- 
ceive a severe lesson. It will 


how they have abused those friends in 
the North with their arbitrary exact- 
jonsand resorts.to violence. It may 
help to teach them that their proper re- 
course is not tothe rule of might, but 
to the rule of justice. Any measure 
which comes before the country tend- 
ing to strengthen the cause of labor 


—to secure good pay, reasonabie 
hours and fairtreatment—and to secure 


itin a peaceful and orderly manner— 
will receive careful consideration, and, 
if persistently urged, will succeed. 
But all resorts to lawlessness, such as 
disorderly strikes and boycotts, will 
only awaken hostility on the part of 
just and self-respecting men, and delay 
the time when labor shall secure the rec- 
ognition that it deserves. Nothing has 
retarded the real progress of the labor 
cause so much as the resort -to unjusti- 
fiable methods by the demagogues who 
are at the head of the unions. 

The men who compose the rank and 
file of labor organizations and who are, 
in the main, disposed to be peaceable 
and law-abiding citizens, could not do 
better than turn their backs upon the 
fellows who are continually leading 
them into difficulties and subjecting 
them to losses, hardships and defeats. 
With such captains they. will never 


achieve a substantial victory. They 
must appeal to the country ona basis 
of equity and fair-play, and the sooner 
the more conservative labor element 
@ake the reins of management into 
their own hands and do this, the bet- 
ter for them and their cause. If 
they are in favor of official arbitration 
to settle differences between employer 
and employé, let them put forth such a 
measure and advocate it consistently. 
They are sure to secure a triai of the 
experiment somewhere, and if it works 
well in one instance it will be adopted 
in others. There is a peaceable, or- 
derly, American way of getting at all 
of these things. We don’t require a 
revolution in the United States in order 
to intreduce a reform. Itis not neces- 
sary, even to start a new political 
party, todoit. All that is necessary is 
to appeal to the common sense and jus- 
tice of the people, and when they be- 
come pretty generally convinced of the 
correctness of a measure, one or all of 
the existing political organizations will 
be sure to take it up. MA 
The réal friends of labor are those 
who urge its champions and representa- 
tives to this peacedble course. Tue Times 
has never attempted the réle of dema- 
gogue in this matter, and never will at- 
temptit. Ithas spoken fearlesslyto those 
who have abused the privileges and the 
confidence of the working classes; it 
has opposed their arbitrary exactions 
“and their criminal methods toward em- 
ployers, and in doing this it has been a 
much better friend to the cause of labor 
than those marplots who have led on to 
injustice and demoralizatton. Let the 
labor organizations change their policy 
to the extent of tabooing disorderly 
strikes and boycotts.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


CORNELIUS A. LOGAN'S LEGENDS 
OF THE MISSIONS. 


[Mrs. John A. Logan's Home Magazine.] 
; | Concluded. | 
LEGEND OF SAN GABRIEL 

One of the most beautifully situated 
of‘these missions is that of San Gabriel, 
nestling in a valley rich in all of the 
elements of soiland climate which now 
make Southern California a garden—a 
veritable cornucopia. Upon the east 
stand thé massive sierras—‘‘living am- 
bassadors from earth to heaven,’’ andto 
the west, the north and the south stretch 
away miles of graperies, orange or- 
chards. of pear, peach, plum, fig, wai- 
nut and the shade trees; and of every 
desired vegetable, ail coquetting with 
and lurking as near as possible toa 
peaceful stream, which carries fruitful- 
ness and joy in its unostentatious march 
from the mountain tothe sea. 

The most complete and satisfying 
view of this lovely landscape, inciting 
to reverie and to a flight in imagination 
toa world beyond, is to be obtained 
from the location of the Sierra Madre 
Vilia Hotel, just at the base of the 
mountain and some 1600 feet atove 
the level of the sea. Man has no. 
standard of comparison by which to 
judge of the greater giories of the 
world beyond other than that furnished 
by pure faith and the human vision here 
below; and should one wish to abtain a 
foreshadowing of the true paradise, let 
him accept the latter for the nonce, and 
standing at the base of the Sierra 
Madre Mountair, let him cast his eye 
over the San Gabriel Vailey and 
take in the scene spread out before 
him. 

When he awakes at length from the 
delightful dream which such a view in- 
spires, and with thoughts turned to- 
ward the peaceful old mission, sleeping 
in the far distance, let him listen to the 
following legend, and wonder at its 
close how much of real factand how 
much of pure fable may be held within it. 

Among the holy fathers who arrived 
after the founding of the San Gabriel 
Mission there was a young priest from 
Cordova, Spain. Nature had endowed 
him with many mental talents, as well 
as with much physical symmetry. His 
parents had been able to give him an 
education well calcuiated to afford 
broad sccpe to his natural gifts of mind. 
He was fairly learned in the sciences; 
well read in the belles-lettres, and 
deeply versed in the lore of the church. 
He added to these accomplishments 
considerable skill as a musician, as well 
as a painter. Strong, supple, young, 
and enthusiastic, he was an expert in 
feats of physical training. 

The arrival of Padre Antonio was 
deemed by his confreres to be a lucky 
event for the fortunes of the mission, 
as it infused young blood into a current 
which was becoming somewhat sluggish 
in the older padres, for the pulse often 
slows down with the running of the 
years. 

Filled with the enthusiasm born of 
religion, and anxious to find opportuni- 
ties for usefulness not afforded by the 
routine of old communities, the young 
priest had earnestly petitioned to be 
sent to California, and his wish had 
been complied with. Once at his post, 
he threw into his work every effort of 
his strong manhood. . There existed a 
distinctive place for his genius, and he 
at once aspired to fill it. The church 
building with the adjoining quarters 
was still lacking in interior decorations 
and furniture of almost every kind. 
Music, too, was wholly,absent, the rude 
chanting of the few mission priests be- 
ing but a poor substitute for that music 
which is said tohave charms to ‘“‘soothe 
the savage breast.’’ .Father Antonio 
had brought with him a crude in- 
strument, probably one of the early 
fabrications out of which the present 
portable organ has been evolved. Pos- 
sessed of a fine natural voice, rendered 
rich and effective by cultivation, his 
performances began to create an inter- 
est among the natives, which the grati- 
fied fathers could not failto remark. 
The young man soon began the organi- 
zation and training of a regular choir,. 
at first composed entirely of male 
voices, but to which at a later date 
were added several female voices, led 
by one that, under the cultivation of 
the young priest, soon became a power- 
ful agent in the effort to bring her peo- 
ple within the pale of the struggling 
religion. 

Upon the advent of the mission 
priests into the San Gabriel Valley, the 
natives thereabout. were practically 
ruled by a single chief, possessed of at- 
tributes unusual in scope among the 
California tribes. Anguiliche* (Voice 
of Thunder) was feared by his enemies, 
but held in great regard. by his friends. 


He had lost his young wife.after the 
birth Ofadaughter. This daughter was 
now a maiden of about twenty years, 
and possessed of a comeliness of face 
and form, with a goodness of character, 
that had already made her famous and 
sought after. She had been named 
Ouachatl,+ signifying in the vernacular 
‘‘Morning Sheen’’; but owing to the 
profound esteem in which she was held, 
she became popularly known as the 
Queen. 

Ouachatl was one of the first of the 
natives to be attracted by the rich 
tones of the young padre Antonio, and 
under his influence she gradually be- 
came fired with a resolution to assist 
in Christianizing her people. Under 
the guidance and training of the young 
padre, the boy-choir he had organized 
rapidly obtained a remarkable degree 
of effectiveness; and this, with the few 
female voices led by OQuachatl, and ac- 
companied by the instrument of Father 
Antonio, ere long began to fill the little 
church with natives—at first curious, 
then enthusiastic. 

The Indian girl had learned the Span- 
ish language very rapidly, and in due 
time was teaching it to her own peo- 
ple; and it was not long after this that 
her own name became translated from 


model, and the priest had had no expe- 
rience in that 
With the powér born of religions zeal, 


however, he resolved to accomplish the 
task, when a wonderful resalt soon 
transpired. At every attempt made by 
the artist to outline a face of the Virgin 
it invariably shapedsitself into a recog- 
nizably likeness of la Reina. Over and 
over again he brushed it from the can- 
vas, and tried to brush it from his mind, 
but every new effort brought the same 
curious result; and labor as the artist 
‘would, from ont the placid features of 
the Virgin there invariably budded the 
beautiful lineaments of la Reina. The 
priest was almost paralyzed with aston- 
ishment. He had no knowledge of the 
gentile influence that had so quietly 
taken possession of him and which was 
coercing his hand against the mandates 
of his will. 

The priest did not realize the sway of 
Reina’'s intluence over him. and as it is 
vrovable that almostevery one has a 
tendency, more or less pronounced, to 
Superstition in some of its forms, it was 
not strange, in view of all the circum- 
stances of the case, that Father Anto- 
nio, disregarding all logic and even all 
promptings of nature, soon came to re- 
gard this puzzling occurrence as a di- 
rect admonition from a source higher 
than all. Oncesettled in this belief it 
did not take him long ‘to convince la 
Reina and his fellow-padres that the 
fjirl must sitas the model for the Virgin. 
At length, after argument by the aston-

The padres were delighted with the 
work, which soon graced the bare altar 
of the little church. But they had no 
anticipation of the astounding results 
which ‘it was destined to produce 
among the natives whom they had been 
laboring to convert. Before, the effort 
had been attended by many discourage- 
ments, and while progress had been 
sure, especially since the introduction 
of good music. it had not been as rapid 
as they desired.

The white fathers then had elevated 
the likeness of the native queen above 
their altar and had called upon her as 
queen of the altar to pray for them and 
all sinners. Now the religion was com- 
prehensible; now it had something 
really practical in it. 

Two years wound themselves up in the 
scroll of the past, andthe church had 
been growing strong as worshipers 
flocked to the sanctuary. The Chief 
Anguiliche had “béceme an attendant 
upon the services and a warm friend of 
the friars. The sun shone brightly 
upon the land and also upon the blessed 
work of the padres. Everything in 
the little world seemed to presage the 
coming of peace which is to usher in 
the millennium. The holy sentinels 
standing watch over the souls of the 
converts sang through their vigils: 
**Allis well!’”? But—— 

Her intimates had become aware that 
for some time past everything had not 
been well with la Reina. A blight had 
seemed to be creeping over her, which 
was slowly bending her tall form as the 
young willow bends before the breeze, 
and the brightness of her dark eye was 
paling, as the stars wane at the bidding 
of the coming morn. Her step was los- 
ing its elasticity, her voice its firmness. 
Fear began to grow among her people— 
fear lest, all too soon, she might be 
called to the white priests’ paradise. 
The native medicine men tried their re- 
sources in vain, and even the white 
man’s skill totally failed to bring any 
rallying answer to their remedies.

The evil outlook grew more and more 
serious, and speculation as to the cause

the Queen of her own language into la 
Reina of the Spanish. The unexpected 
agency which she had assumed in the 
work of the church naturally threw her 
into frequent and even constant associ- 
ation with the holy fathers, to whom 
her assistance became invaluable in 
many directions,..

upon the girl lately occupied the padres 
when alone in their small sitting-room. 
Each one ventured an opinion save 
Father Antonio, who lately had become 
silent and abstracted.

This succession of startling phenom- 
ena confirmed the simple-minded na- 
in the belief of the translation 
of la Reina, who, as they persisted, had 
carried the white priest to the mount- 
ain in reward of his benign services to 
an injured race; and the legend now 
runs that the Indian Queen and the 
white friar still dwell within its inac- 
cessible precincts and guard the people 
of the vallevs from the dangers of 
drought and of suffering from failure of 
food supply.

These flow on, swelling 
in the course; leaping over rocks and 
the mountain sides; through the 
valleys; into the ranches; down the 
smallcanals through the rich soil; up 
the rootlets and into the tree arteries, 
enriching the life stream, bringing 
health to the system and imparting 
such exuberance of joy to the tree, that 
atlastit fairly shedstears of golden 
oranges, luscious figs, delicious pears, 
ruddy apples, and melting peaches. 
And thus as the gentle orange flower 
owes its birth tothe wedding robe, it 
has universally become the earliest 
blossom of love’s rich fruition. 

The legend above related belongs toa 
strange era, and toan equally strange 
people. And now the work of this era 
—when ahymn took the place of the 
fife and drum, and a crucifix that of the 
sword and spear—has been finished and 
all-of the remarkable men who played a 
part upon the early field of conquest, 
have been sleeping in cold and narrow 
cells forall of a hundred years. 

But the mission still stands, and the 
legend will outlive its history. 


Deserted Nevada Towns.

It is queer traveling in some parts of 
Eastern Nevada, where paralysis has 
struck the mining camps, and nearly 
obliterated “ once flourishing towns. 
Not infreqently one finds but halfa 
dozen people in atown that once had 
thousands, and very often, in a place 
that once had hundreds, one finds but a 
single indivicual—a lonely link be-

limbo. Yet the place is_ invaria- 
bly mapped and charted as a 


town; has a Government mail service 
and its duly accredited postmaster, and 
to the outside world, exists as palpably 
as ever. Of course, the hermit is the 
postmaster, and very frequently he is 
some sort of an elective officer besides. 
In the sense that he is ‘‘monarch of all 
he surveys,’’ and that his ‘‘right there 
is none to dispute,” he is a sort of Alex- 
ander Selkirk the second; for his near- 
est neighbors are the scattered ranch- 
men who live from fifteen to forty miles 
apart, and his immediate society is 
that.of the Indians who dig in his gar- 
den, when he happens to have one. 
Yet he invariably appears to be more 
than satisfied with his lot, and appar- 
ently would not exchange positions 
with the President. With him good 
health, good appetite, a full cupboard, 
and a weather-tight cabin discount the 
glory of the world. Moreover, he never 
lies awake at night to think about his 
sins; for the sound of the church-going 
bell is something that he heard but few 
times in his life, and so long ago that it 
is quite like a dream. The hereafter 
has neither charms nor terrors for him.

A Large Vote Polled, but the Count 
Proceeding Very Slowly. 


| 


The Exact Status of the County 
* Ticket Not Definitely Known. 


Indications that Lindley ts Defeated—A 
Large Vote Polled Against Him in 
the County—Partial Figures 
—Election News. 


Never before in the history of Los 
Angeles did a general election pass off 
with as little excitement and confusion 
as did that of yesterday, and if there 
was any lingering doubt in the mindsof 
citizens as to the success of the Austra- 
lian ballot system it has been effectualiy 
dispelled. The polls opened promptly 
at 6:36 o’¢lock, and until they closed 
at 5 o’clock everything moved on 
smoothly as clockwork. The election 
officers had thoroughly informed them- 
selves as to their duties, and as the 
voters had taken pains to post them- 
selves on the new law, but little time 
was lost, and the vote was polled with 
a celerity that was as surprising as it 
was gratifying. Most business men, 
taking the advice of the press, made it 
a rule to deposit their ballots as early 
as possible, most of them doing so be- 
fore beginning: their daily duties, 
and, in consequence, fully 80 per 
cent. of the entire vote was polled 
before the noon hour. Another feature 
that was generally remarked was the 
absence of the professional worker and 
election loafer about the polls. Under 
the new system the occupation of these 
people is at an end; there is no oppor- 
tunity for the exercise of their peculiar 
vocation, and they can well be spared, 
for they ‘‘never will be missed’’ by the 
reputable and self-respecting voter, ex- 
cept witha feeling of relief not un- 
mixed with pleasure. Another fact 
which was demonstrated beyond the 
shadow of a doubt by the large vote 
polled it being estimated that at least 
90 per cent. of the entire legally-reg- 
istered vote was cast, is that the aver- 
age American citizen is competent to 
exercise his franchise without .the as- 
sistance of the hired ‘‘worker’’ or 
‘‘manipulator,’’ and that, if not inter- 
fered with, he will get along without 
trouble. From one standpoint it may 
be said that the election passed off 
without incident. There was nothing 
in the way of any disorder at the polls, 
or anywhere else in the city for that 
matter, but a large vote wascast, every 
man exercising his franchise as he saw 
fit; and it was the universal opinion 
that the Australjan ballot system was a 
success. 

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST FRAUDS. 

While there have undoubtedly been a 
large number of fraudulent registra- 
tions, and it was the intention to vote 
these ‘‘stuffers,’’ the scheme was effec- 
tually frustrated by the timely warning 
given by the press, and the eprompt 
measures taken to checkmate the 
schemers. The deputy United States 
marshals, who were in every precinct 
throughout the city, were handed a 
lenghty list of alleged illegal voters be- 
fore the polls opened yesterday morn- 
ing. The list was very complete and 
alphabetically arranged, and where the 
alleged fraudulent voters had regis- 
ered from special precincts, warrants 
wete in possession of the marshal in 
that precinct, and if the stuffer had at- 
tempted to vote he would have been ar- 
rested. The work of investigating the 
‘stuffers’? was done by members of 
Lawson's Detective Agency, and in 
heading off the fraudulent votes of the 
numerous stuffers, the work was most 
satisfactory. 

in the Seventh Ward United States 
Deputy Marshal Hammel and some 
others had in the _ neighborhood 
ot fifty warrants for parties who 
had registered fraudulentiy, but 
from: sunrise to 5 p. m.,_ the 
time the polls closed, the stuffers, who 
by fraud, intended to have claimed the 
assumed names on the register, failed 
to materialize, hence they were not ar- 
rested. Deputy Marshal Hammel ar- 
rested a man named Hardy early in the 
forenoon for fraudulent registration. 

In the Eighth Ward the United States 
marshals were not called upon to ar- 
rest any of the fraudulent voters they 
had warants for. None of the stuffers 
turned up. ‘There were six fraudulent 
voters registred out of the Voss House, 
and a large number from other places 
in the ward, but none attempted to 
_. In the First, Second, Third, Fourth, 

Fifth and Sixth Wards there were a 
number of mythical registrations, but no 
arrests were made on the account of 
there being no attempt to vote a single 
name on the fraudulent lists in the 
hands of the marshals. 

Now that the election is over the 
names reported upon by Lawson’s men 
as fraudulent can easily be Verified by 
the polling list kept by the challengers 
in the different precincts. 

During the day it was developed that 
Morros, the Greek, and others were 
registered while confined in the County 
Jail on August 2. Morros tried to vote 
at three different precincts in the Sev- 
enth Ward during the afternoon, and 
the judges refused to accept his ballot. 

As a result of these precautions, 

there were but two persons arrested for 
illegal voting up to 6 o’clock last even- 
ing. Both were arrested by Deputy 
United States marshals. One is anegro 
named D. 
named Pat McCarthy, 
. Marshall was arrested at the Twelfth 
Precinct in the Eighth Ward. He said 
he changed his residence only two 
weeksago, and did not know that he 
would have to be in the precinct a cer- 
tain length of time.

CLOSING OF THE POLLS, 

From noon until the closing ofthe 
at 5 o'clock, the voting was very 
slow, owing to the large number of 
ballots cast in the early morning hours, 
and at no time after 12 o'clock was 
there a sufficient crowd about the booths 
to create comment. Chief Glass had 
detailed a policeman for each precinct, 
and also had a reserve force at the 
station, -but there was absolutely noth- 
ing for them to do.

THE CITY. 


Slow Progress of the Count—Bat 
Precincts Completed. 

In but few of the city precincts did 
the actual counting commence before 6 
o'clock, and then it proceeded very 
slowly. It was found that the best that 
could be done at first was eight to ten 
ballots ab hour, but this was improved 
upon as the cierks became more accus- 
tomed to their duties, but the best time 
made was eighteen to twenty an hour, 
at which rate it will take’ some hours 
before the complete returns are in. 
Following are partial returns received 
up to hour of going to press. 

FIRST WARD. 

In the First Ward there was but little 
excitement and no struggle except in 
the vote for Supervisor. Stockwell and 
Hanley, the two candidates from the 
Fifth District both reside in this ward, 
and the respective friends of the two 
gentlemen were out in force. The 
fight was, however, an orderly one, 
there being no disturbances and no ar- 
rests being made. The vote polled was 
unusually large, 4he totals by precincts 
being as fullows: First®8Precinct, 287; 
Second Pecinct, 297; Third Precinct, 
8337; Fourth Precinct, 276, making a 
total for the ward of 1094 votes. 
There was no attempt at repeating, and 
all went smoothly until the time came 
to close the poils and begin counting the 
ballots. Then it was found that in 
one or, two instances the clerks had 
failed to record all the votes cast, the 
number of ballots in the box being from 
one to three in excess of the number of 
citizens recorded as having voted. 
The legal method of obviating this difi- 
culty is for one of the judges to take 
out the required number of ballots at 
random, and in the presence of the 
other members of'the election board to 
destroy them without examination. 
This was done and the counting process 


began. It was slow work, and 
at midnight the task was hardly 
half completed. In the third pre- 
cinct the votes were nearly all 


ted and showed a decided Republi- 
can majority, except in the case of 
Congressman and Supervisor. Cannon 
and Lindley were then running almost 
even, while Hanley led the race for 
Supervisor. The other precincts were 
in about the same proportion, except 
that in the second, Stockwell’s own pre- 
cinct, the latter was a little ahead of 
his ticket. It was thought at 12 
o’clock that all the precincts would not 
have finished the count earlier than 
4:30 o’clock this morning.

HOW PEOPLE USED TO LIVE 


Wages and the Cost of Living in This 
Country 100.VYears Ago. 
[Washington Star.} 

The Department of Agriculture is 
avout to publish an interesting report, 
comparing the cost of living early in 
this century with what it isnow. It 
exhibits vividly the contrast between 
the poverty of primitive agriculture 
and the progress in civilization and 
wealth resulting from high development 
of all the possibilities of land and labor 
in rural and industrial arts and indus- 
tries. The small wages paid in those 
days are as surprising as the low prices 

of commodities of all sorts. 

Game was abundant early in the cen- 


tury and therefore cheap. Venison 
cost only 83}5 cents a pound. Bear 
meat Was very siightly higher. Pigeons 


were in extraordinary abundance, sell- 
ing at little more than 1 cent apiece. 
Elderly readers will remember the 
flights of flocks of pigeons which dark- 
ened the skies even as late as fifty 
years ago. Shad were very cheap, 
cOsting only 4 cents each. Owing to 
tht plentiful supply of game tanned 
skins were low in price. <A deer skin 
fetched about $1.17, while a bear skin 
was worth from $l to &2. Milk sold 
for 2 cents a quart, and butter for 13 
cents a pound. Apples were from 1234 
to 25 cents a bushel, but by 1823 they 
had reached 50 cents, 

Farm wages were only about one- 
third of what they are now, ranging 
from 83 cents to 50 centsa day. From 
$4 to$5a morth was the usual com- 
pensation of well-grown lads. One 
hundred years ago the renumeration of 
a boy for doing *‘chores,’’ such as cut- 
ting wood and foddering horses, for one 
vear, was ordinarily 35. The use of a 
pair of oxen for aday cost 25 cents, 
while the use of a cow for one year cost 
$3. It cost 60 cents to make a pair of 
shoes. The price of apair of moc- 
casins was 27 cents, Board was only 
#1 a week. 

That was the day of individual and 
isolated effort, antedating the era of 
aggregation in factories, classification 
and division of labor and invention of 
labor-saving processes and appliances. 
Prices of farm products _ fiuctuated 
greatly, according to local scarcity, 
which could not be mitigated by distri- 
bution from regions of plenty. If 
there were big crops they 
not be sold; if partial failures 
there was almost nothing to _ sell. 
Every locality, in its industries 
and products, existed for and by itself, 


| having no relation with other commu- 


nities; therefore the surplus production 
of each farm was small, the inducement 
to produce being wanting, and there 
was very little money to purchase anpy- 
thing more than the bare necessaries. 
The industrious family hadan abund- 
ance of everything it could grow, such 
clothing as the .loofm of the household 
could produce, such furniture as.could 
be made on the place or in the neigh- 
borhood, and little else.

A Very Quiet Election With a Full 
Vote Polled. 


The Count Proceeding Very Slowly, Only 
About One-fourth Being Counted 
at 10 O’clock—General 
News Notes. 


The polls opened at sunrise, 6:34 o'clock, 
yesterday morning. The voters followed 
the advice so freely given lately and turned 
outearly. By the hour of opening a dozen 
or so voters had*assembled at each of the 
six city precincts in order to cast their bal- 
lots before going to work. It took the elec- 
tion officers some little time to acquaint 
themselves with their respective duties, so 
there was considerable delay at the start 
that was afterwards done away with. The 
voters generally exhibited a commendable 
familiarity with the new system of voting, 
which showed plainly that they had given 
the subject’some carefulstudy. The votes 
were stamped and deposited quickly, and 
the new law gave very general satisfaction. 

As was predicted, a heavy vote was polled 
in Pasadena. The total number of votes 
cast was 1220. 

The polls closed at 5 o'clock, but it was 
an hour later before the work of counting 
the ballots was actually entered upon. At 
first it progressed slowly. In some of the 
precincts ittook an average of six minutes 
to count each ballot. In others the time 
was reduced to three minutes per ballot 
Agount of twenty-five ballots per hour was 
the maximum speed attained. 

At the time of sending in this report, 10 
o'clock, the counting of the ballots was 

rogressing very slowly. Less than one. 
fourth of the ballots had been counted and 
the work was not completed until an TT 
hour this morning. The votes counted, 
however, indicate that Pasadena will turn 
out beyond a doubt its usual large major- 
ity. In the Third Precinct, for instance, at 
9:30 o'clock 49 votes had been cast for 
Harrison, 20 for Cleveland and a small 
number for the Prohibition and People's 
Party nominees. Lindley had 52 votes and 
Cannon 43, Simpaon 53 votes and Cole 31. 
Cline 51 votes, Marsh 20, Wardell 16, 
Rommell 9, Ward 48, Cullen 19, Sonne. 
man 9, Durfy 17. Banbury 50, Shorb 20, 
Wardell 9, Yarnell 17. 

A CHARITABLE ORGANIZATION. 

Atthe recent annual meeting of the 
United Samaritan Society, officers were 
elected for the ensuing year and the re- 

rtof the secretary was read, of which 
the following is a synopsis: 

The society has, during the past year, 
held twelve monthly meetings, and three 
called meetings, each being opened with 
devotional exercises.

Several chil- 
dren have been cared for by members, and 
homes found for others until their parents 
recovered from their sickness, 

Six day's sewing was donéfor the Chil- 
dren's Home. Four dollars was donated in 
work and material. 

The society is gratefulto friends which 
have made the following offerings: Union 
Thanksgiving collection, $51.83; donations 
in answer to an appeal, $39.15: clothing 
and furniture, child's bed and bed, ten 
boxes of oranges from Covina, a box of 
peaches, eighteen cans of fruit, twelve 
glasses of jelly, six pounds of dried fruit, 
one week's labor by a nurse, individual 
subscriptions, $23.50. 

The society has expended for care of the 
sick, $51.50; groceries and provisions, 
$38.45; house rent and repairing. $16.75; 
cash, $10.75; shoes and clothing, $8.60; 
fuel, $4.30; washing, $3; tracts. $1.01; 
household furniture, $8; second-hand 
clothing, bedding and household articles 
distributed, 600 pieces. Three barrels, 
two boxes and a bag of clothing and house. 
hold articles distributed. Three barrels, 
two boxes and a bag of clothing have been 
sentto the Indians. Over 2000 pages of 
tracts have been distributed. This society 
is the outgrowth of the Union Prayer Meet. 
ing which has by free-will offerings given 
to the Indians $16.53; Free Methodist tent 
meeting, Pasadena, $4.07; a thank 
offering to janitor, $5; Salvation Army 
Home of Rest, $61.50; .Shut..tIn. Society, 
$55.20; Jéwish work, $44.25; Union 
Chinese work, Los Angeles, $15; Mary 
Marsh tract fund, $1.01; Children's Home, 
Pasadena, $39.50; Mr. Fuller's work 
among the Indians, $7; stamps for sending 
literature, $1.02; Women's Union Mission- 
ary Society, $20.92; amount for the year, 
$250; amount for six years, $1637.05.

ORANGE COUNTY. 


The Most Orderly Election Ever Held 
in the County. 


A Large Vote Polled, but Under the New 
System There Was Not the Slight- 
est Confasion or Disturbance 
—News Notes, 


SANTA ANA. 

The election yesterday was one of the 
most guiet and orderly ever.held in Santa 
Ana. It seemed to bea still hunton all 
sides. Early in the morning Democrats, 


began to vote, but it was all done so 
orderly and so quietly that before the hour 
of noon almost two-thirds of the vote of 
each ward in the city had been polled, and 
everything had passed off iu good working 
order. There was but little, if any, dim- 
culty experienced in the new method of 
voting in the city precincts, and but very 
little, so faras learned, in the country dis- 
tricts. Judging by expressions from the 
voters, the Australian ballot system is an 
acknowedged favorite, and will no doubt 
be a fixture in California politics. One 
very noticeable feature of the new method 
of voting was the tendency to check reck- 
less voting among the ignorant classes. 

The Mexicans were the more greatly in- 
terested in this matter. As they donot un- 
derstadd the English language very well, 
they were afraid to try the new method, 
and as a resuit there was alight Mexican 
vote polled. In one ward inthe city there 
were over thirty Mexican votes and up to 
4 o'clock in the afternoon but twoof the 
thirty had risked themsecives to vote. Asa 
Majority of these were Democratic votes, 
the local ‘‘unterrified’’ were the losers 
thereby. 

The Democrats made an exceptionally 
hard but quiet fight yesterday. At every 
polling place a man was placed to check 
the voters as their names were cailed out. 
In the afternoon this newly-made list was 
compared with the complete list of voters 
from that ward and those who had not 


hired for that purpose. In the after part 
of the day the streets were crowded with 
carriages going to and irom the polls. 

Owing to the use of the newsystem re- 
turns will come in very slowly and perhaps 
with some irregularity.

VOICE ANIMALS, 


THE SLOW RISE AND FUTURE FALL 
OF THE HUMAN SPEECH. 


Once No Living Thing Had a Voice, and 
the Time Will Come When the Same 
Thing Will Be True Again, at Least So 
Far as Human Beings Are Concerned. 


' There was a time ifthe history of the 
world when even the animals had no voice. 
There were no sounds or noises then but 
those made by the winds whistling about 
mountain tops and howling through prim- 
eval forests, or of the waves dashing on 
shores absolutely silentand dead. The an. 
imals of those geological epochs, being in 
the plastic state preceding the deVelop- 
ment of the osseous structure that now 
gives form and comelingss tothe human 
body, were just beginiiivg to breathe the 
external air with a gentle respiration. 
Ages, it should rather be said epochs, were 
passed in this manner, in the course of 
which the habit of respiration developed 
the lungs. Then the use of the throat es 
sential to the taking of food produced 
those organs necessary to speech, which 
are called the pharynx, glottis and larynx. 
It seems that Providence, asa matter of 
supreme convenience, nade the same pas 
sage serve for eating, speaking and breath- 
ing, although another arrangement was 
possible, like the respiratory apparatus of 
the grasshopper, which is placed at the 
sides. This is one of the very few excep 
tions to the rule which applies in common 
to man and most animals. e 

When the upper part of the throat was 
in an advanced state of development the 
act of respiration began to be accompanied 
by certain inarticulate sounds, at first re 
sembling the rough breathing of a person 
whose air passages are obstructed by a bad 
cold. Instinct soon taught the animal 
that thése noises could be increased by 
forcing slightly the inspiration or expira 
tion of. the breath, or by contracting the 
muscles of the throat and so emitting the 
voice in a rapid succession of indetinite 
sounds, We have the right tosuppose that 
the yelping of sea lions represents very 
nearly the human voice in its early stages 
of development. The sounds of the voice 
of the human being are, like those of al! 
animals and all instruments, the result of . 
a vibration of chords, and are grave or 
acute according to the size of these chords. 

This change was morg rapid in animals 
living on the land, the vce'ice of those whose 
habits continued to be amphibious remain 
ing much the same. There came in the 
course of time to bea great variety in the 
voices of animals, determined partly by 
their size, but generally by the cireum 
stances in which they were placed. The 
different species of the feline race living in 
forests culiivated the highertones. The 
lion adapted his voice to the vast desert 
spaces where he roamed and gained a 
scanty subsistence. The dog in his wild 
state probably confined himself to the 
lower notes of the scale aud expressed his 
hostility only by barking. Since his do- 
mestication, having acquired a sort of hu 
man sentiment, he yelps and whines in the 
higher tones to express feelings that are 
but imperfectly understood. The cat imi 
tates the high sopranos. The horse, havin;: 
a loug neck and a head nearly as long, im- 
itates in his neighing most.of the modern 
tenors. 

The animals of the bovine tribe produce 


the voice from low down in the throat, 
only occasionally venturing on certain 
higher and exceedingly unnatural notes. 
A great variety of tone and compass i- 
found among the birds, from the shrill! 
ecream of those of a ravenous kind down 
to the parrots, amopg which are found the 
basses, varitones and contraltos of the 
race. The singing birds combine the hig!) 
and low tones with extraordinary flexi. 
bility of voice and a perfection of vocalism 
at which they arrived probably at a very 
remote period of the worid’s history. 

Man inherited from his immediate an: 
cestors, the apes and monkeys, a voice of 
considerable altitude, in which the lower 
tones were almost unknown. The mon 
keys chattered to their fellows from tree 
to tree in shrill head tones, the natura! 
vocal expression of a weak and timid race, 
in whose physical formation the head ha! 
begun to hold an important place. The 
upper notes of.the register were character- 
isticof-the first men, as they still are of 
savage tribes and peoples, and of the half 
civilized members of modern society, 
whose voices have never been subjected to 
discipline. 

The music of the Chinese, Japanese an: 
of all wild tribes is keyed high and sung 
usually in falsetto, the lower notes beiny 
obtained by drums, tomtoms or some othe! 
instruments of the kind. Although thei: 
songs are far from agreeable tothe ear. 
they still think they can sing, an illusion 
shared, it must be confessed, by a con 
siderable number of persons in the most 
refined modern society. 

These facts and suggestions contain 
probably the reason for the belief ex 
pressed bya French writer that the human 
voice is graduaily descending the scalé. 
High tenors and sky scraping sopranos are 
more ani more difficult to find, a great 
misfortune in these times when the Wag 
ner operas demand such extraordinary 
vocal efforts. The Chronicle has already 
endeavored to explain the awful conse 
quences of this theory carried to its logica! 
results. It has shown how the sopranos 
will gradually become contraltos; the con. 
traltos tenors, regardless of sex; the tenors 
baritones, and the baritones bassos. It 
would be well if the misfortune ended 
here, but this is b¥ nomeansall. Wher 


‘the whole human raceds only able to speak 


in bass tones there will continue to be « 
depression of the higher of these, untii 
one single dead level is reached, above 
which the voice will be unable to rise. To 
this. unfortunate voice music in all its 
forms will long have been impossible. For 
awhile a conversation, whose ghostly 
solemnity can only be imagined, will be 
carried on, and then the vocal organs will 
ceasé entirely to exist.—San Francisco 
Chronicle.

A CLEVER CAPTURE. 


The Boyle Heights Highwaymen 


in Custody. — 


The Thieves Young in Years, but Old | 


in Crime. 


The Stolen Diamonds Found in Their 
Possession. 


When Confronted with the Evidence of 
Theig Guilt, the Vouthfal Thieves 
Break Down and Confess

The police detectives did some good 
of 
Monday night, and early in, the morn- 
ing they not only lodged both of the 
highwaymen in the City Prison, but 
recovered the diamonds that were taken 
from Mrs. Joseph Workman. 

As was stated in yesterday's Times, 
the robbery was one of the boldest and 
most successful that has ever taken 
piace inthis city. 

Detective Bosqui was detailed on the 
case about two hours after Mrs. Work- 
man was robbed in front of her home on 
Boyle avenue, and he at once hurried 
Mrs. Workman related to 
the detective the details of the robbery 
as given in these columns. yesterday, 
and when asked if she suspected any 
one she replied that she did not. Bos- 
quithen asked her if she or her husband 
had discharged any of their emplovés 
for cause recently. She said she was 
sure thatthey never had any one in 
their employ that would commit such 
an outrage. 

Again her little ten-year-old daugh- 
ter came to the rescue, for had it not 
been for her quick wit it is more than 
possible that the detectives would now 
be laboring on the case without a clew. 

As soon as Bosqui inquired about the 
employes the child pricked up her ears 
and remarked: 

‘Yes, mamma, we did have a_ suspi- 
cious character here once, and I saw 
him riding a horse for the London

Northern officer was investigating the 
matter at that time, but while Bosqui 
was hunting the fellow down, the San 
José woman backed down, and glecided 
not to prosecute her false lover. Not- 
withstanding the fact that Bessett is not 
quite 20 years of age, he is a ‘‘masher”’ 
from way back. Just after he got away 
withthe San José married woman, he 
married apretty girl of good family, 
and with the $450 they went-on their 
honeymoon. As soon as this money 
Was spent, the rascal deserted his wife 
and came down here. All cf this took 
place after he was discharged by Mrs. 
Workman some six months ago. He 
worked for the Workman family one. 
vear anda half, and seemed tobe an 
honest boy until shortly before he was 
discharged. 

As soon ashe deserted his newly- 
made wife, he returned to Los Angeles, 
but only remaineda few days, as-he 
learned that the police were ufter him.

At 1 o'clock yesterday morning, they 
visited the Vienna Buffett) on Requena 
and Main streets, and raninto Bessett 
and his pal, Robert Quiddy, whois only 

Vears of age. and who formerly 
worked for Andrew GlasselH, Esq., as 
stable boy, butthe detectives did not 
recognize Bessett. 

The detectives remained out all 
night, and, knowing that Bessett would 
be most likely to go to work forthe 
clothing house early inthe morning, 
Leverich was stationed in front of the 
Baker Block, so that he could keep an 
eye onthe stable where Bessett kept 
his horse. 

Sure enough, at about 7 o'clock the 
thief put in an appearance, dressed in 
his uniform. By this time Bosqui had 
learned that Quiddy was his ‘‘pal,’’ so 
he made up his mind to allow Bessett to 
take the horse out, but Detective Ben- 
son was left at the stable with instruc- 
tions to nab him as soon ashe returned.

The other stone, which had been re- 
moved from the setting, and the breast- 
pin were found concealed in Quiddy's 
trousers, where he had sewed them. 

The bracelet was found concealed in 
the bed. Not only did Auble find all of 
the jewedry, but he found the masks 
used by the highwaymen, and a bottle 
of chleroform and a cloth intended to 
be used in case the robbers entered a 
house. 

The jewelry is valued at $675. As 
soon as the young highwaymen saw that 
the jewelry had been found, they con- 
fessed everything. 

essett covered Mrs. Workman, her 
daughter, the little girl, with a pis- 
tol, while Quiddy relieved Mrs. Work- 
man of her jewelry. 

Bessett stated that Quiddy lied to 
him about the amount of jewelry taken 
from Mrs. Workman. 
that he only got one ear-ring from the 
lady, and when they divided he gave 
Bessett the diamond ear-ring and kept 
the other and the breastpin and brace- 
let. As soon as Bessett found that 
(Juiddy had attempted to get away with 
him he became very angry and con- 
fessed evervthing. 

Ihe detectives have an excellent case 
against the rascals, but they hope to 
work up several others, as it is believed 


that they have robbed more than one 
house.
